DETAILS: AT_LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA: 


ap This investigation was initiated upon the referenced letter 
from San Francisco setting forth the following information: 


; Confidential Informant[ _ has advised that LEO BERGER; a 
seaman from New York and ‘a veteran of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, arrived in 
San Francisco during the week of March 28, 1943 to April 3, 1943, inclusive, 
where he has.been in contact with STEVE NELSON, Alameda County Secretary of 
the Communist Party, and other Communist Party functionaries. : 


BERGER stated to the Informant that he had just driven to San 
Francisco from Hollywood, California, where he visited for four or five days 
in the home of ELEANOR HEFLIN, wife of VAN HEFLIN. He indicated that ELEANOR 
HEFLIN is a member of the Communist Party and is "very close to the ADLER 
girls." : 


The Informant has heard BERGER refer to these girls as LOLA, 
STELLA, and PEARL ADLER, members of a theatrical troupe. Ths Informant was 
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present during the conversation between BERGER, STEVE NELSON, and NELSON's 
wife, MARGARET, in which MARGARET NELSON stated that the ADLER family has 
been connected with the movement for a long time. BERGER told the others 
that the ADLER family in Hollywood had been very instrumental in securing 
the rdaase of FRANCES FARMER, erstwhile motion picture actress, from jail, 
and that they had arranged this by "contacting New York". 


BERGER also mentioned that one HALLIE JOLAS (phonetic) is 
now in Hollywood; that this JOLAS remarked that this woman, HEFLIN's wife, 
had worked for the Communist Party in Mexico City for several years. 


The Informant advised that LEO BERGER is an enthusiastic and 
active member of the Communist Party who belongs to the Seamen's Section of 
the Party in New York City, and who recently returned from Archangel, Russia, 
where he lived for some time in Red Army barrackse He reached Archangel as 
a merchant seaman on an American convoy in November, 1942. After returning 


to New York, he drove across the country to Hollywood with other seameng. 


On April 29, 1943, Special Agent H. R. VAN BRUNT checked the 
records of the Retail Merchants Credit Association for possible records on 
LOLA ADLER, PEARL ADLER and ELFANOR HEFLIN, with negative results. However, 
a check of these records under the name of STELIA ADLER disclosed the follow- 
ing information concerning this individual. 


By report dated February 24, 1942, STELLA ADLER was described 
as the wife of HAROLD CLURMAN, whose address was given as 3834 Vantage, 


‘North Hollywood, California, and also the Beverly Wilshire Hotel, Beverly 


Hills, as well as 25 West..54th Street, New York City. CLURMAN at that time 
was employed by Columbia Studios as a director and a writer, having beenso 
employed since July, 19412 He was reported to be earning at that time a low 

three figure sum per week. According to“this agency, a New York City report 

dated February 24, 1942, revealed that-HAROLD CLURMAN had been living on the 

coast for about a year or more and previously lived at 25 West 54th Street, 

that city, and took a lease there in October, 1939 on an apartment at the 

rental of about $2,000 per year. This apartment was occupied principally 

by STELLA ADLER, although CLURMAN stayed there at times. The lease expired 

in September, 1941, but STELLA ADLER moved out prior to that time, The house 
is under new management now and details are not on record, but at the building 
it 1s reported that there is some balance on rental left owing and whether 
CLURMAN or Miss ADLER was responsible, is not know. She had oecupied the 
apartment alone most of the time, : 


CLURMAN has worked for 20th Century Fox Studios and in the 
past was president of the Drama Group Theater, Inmc., which is a well-knom 
theatrical producing organization known.as the Group Theater. They had a 
number of successful plays on Broadway, including Men in White, Gentle 
People, Rocket to the Moon, and a number of otherse They were active from 
1931 until a bout a year ago when they discontinued the organization. CLURMAN

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was the principal of that producing firm and he is reported to have had 

good returns while identified there. Walter Wanger Productions, 1041 North 
Formosa Avenue, Los Angeles, reported on November 11, 1937, that CLURMAN 
formerly was in their employ as a story editor but has not been there since 
July 24, 1937. New York City reported February 24, 1942, that CLURMAN's wife, 
STELEA ADLER, is a well known actress and she appeared in a number of the 
Group Theater plays and was then reported on the coast appearing in motion 
pictures. Those consulted at Major Pictures Corporation, 1040 North las 
Palmas, Los Angeles, reported on November 1, 1937, that STELLA ADLERwas 

under contract to them, but this expired last month and she is believed now 
free lancing. STELLA ADLER was reported to be capable of earning $750 per. 
week and she was said to have formerly been on the English stage. Wew York 
City reported on August 3, 1937, that she had her name changed from STELIA 
ADLER to STELLA ARDLER for picture purposese New York City reported on 
February 24, 1942, that CLURMAN and his wife separated off and on in the past; 
then lived together, and just what their marital status may be now is not © 
known. This report reflected the following items of record which were held 
for adjustment against STELLA ADLER: 


December 2, 1938, Adjustment Department claim for Dairy, $21.51, 
as STELLA ADLER, paid October 31, 1939; 

March 5, 1940, Adjustment Department claim for Professional Services, 
as STELLA ADLER, paid August 5, 1940; 

November 4, 1941, suit number 600595, suit for rent by RUTH MEYERS 

f . vs STELLA ADLER, $950. 


On July 1, 1943, the names of LOLA ADLER, PEARL ADLER and _ 
STELLA ADLER, together with ELEANOR and VAN HEFLIN were checked at the 
Registrar of Voters, 808 North Spring Street, for possible voting registration, 
with negative results. 


According to Source "At, the name of STELLA ADLER appeared 
as one of the local directors of the organization known as. the Leagus of 
Women Shoppers. This organization was allegedly at that time a Communist 
front organization. The Women Shoppers publication of the above organization 
dated April, 1939, Volume I, No. 8, at Hollywood, California, listed STELLA 
ADLER as a local director, along with many individuals long identified with 
front movenents. 


On June 28, 1943, LEON KAPLAN, Attorney at Law, of the firm 
Kaplan and Livingston, Equitable Building, 6253 Hollywod Boulevard, tele- 
- phone Hollywood 7305, advised that he was very familiar with the case of 
FRANCES FARMER, erstwhile movie star, having arranged a contract for her 
appearance in Mexican pictures at the time she was on probation from a drunken 
driving charges He stated that HARRY E. SOKOLOV, Attorney at Law, Room 601, 
y Equitable Building, was Miss FARMER's attorney in the aforement, da drunken 
Hs | driving case. KAPLAN advised that SOKOLOVhad been employed by“JOSEPH SCHENK » 
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executive of 20th Century Fox Studios, who gave as his reason for furnishing 
an attorney for Miss FARMER the fact that he believed she was actually sick 
and that unless the true facts were brought out, the general public wuld be 
prone to think that movie stars in Hollywood were nothing but drunkards. 
According to KAPLAN, he lkméw of no other individuals who had anything to 


do with the FARWER case and ‘had never heard of any of the subjects of this

Sylvia Sidney and Luther Adler 
brought their Subway Circuit edition of 
Charlotte Bronte’s 19th Century novel, 
“Jane Eyre,’ to the Biltmore last night. 
This is the Helen Jerome version once 
essayed by Katharine .Hepburn, who 
road - toured in the attraction and 
wisely detoured it from Broadway. The 
adaptation violates much of the origi- 
nal’s plot format and totally ignores 
the novel’s charms of dialogue. 
Wooden speeches and stilted technique 
combine to form an evening that rates 
high as a soporific. : 


Sylvia Sidney is a mature Jane. The 
actress emulates the elocutionary ec- 
centricities of Minnie Maddern Fiske 
and is well nigh unintelligible for long 
stretches of the role. Luther Adler’s 
Rochester resembles a. Group Theatre 
delineation of ‘‘Hamlet’’ and his accent 
is more reminiscent of New York’s 
Second Avénue than of the England of 
the 19th Century. The. supporting 
company is of stock standard and does 

. little to brighten the leaden text.

The additional aliases of LOLA ADLER shown as LUELLA ADLER and LULEA ADIER 

were obtained from official Communist Party records made available to this office 

by informants. 


_ AT LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA: 

Source A's records reflect that LOLA ADLER transferred from the : 
New York Communist Party to the Northwest Section of the Los Angeles County Commu- 
nist Party on June 10, 193, transfer card No. 1354. Informant has furnished 
this transfer card to this office, 


Source B's records reflect.that LUELLA ADLER transferred to Los 


Angeles on May 25, 1943, from "at large." Additional records of this informant 
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show that ADLER transferred from New York and was placed in the A Branch, 
Northwest Section. 


A memorandum of Source B, dated May 18, 1913, New York, has the 
following notation relative to LULLA ADLER: "Formerly Cultural Section. 
In Los Angeles since April, 192. Was actress in Group Theater, In Northe 
west." Source B's records reflect Subject's transfer under the name LULLA 
ADLER from New York, herrname being mentioned. ina letter from New York to 
San Francisco dated July 22, 1913. 


Source C has Siidished the following background information as 
taken by Informant from the 1939 edition of "Who's Who in the Theater," per- 
taining to STELLA ADLER, actress;

As noted from the foregoing, STELLA ADLER is the daughter of JACOB 
P, ADLER. The "Who's Who in the Theater" for 191) shows that JACOB P. ADLER 
actor, was born in Odessa, Russia, in 1855, and died April 1, 1926. He was 
knowm as the best exponent of Yiddish drama in the world aaae was for some 
years manager of the Grand Theater’, New York City. 


Source D reports that the personnel records at Metro~Goldwyn-Mayer 
Studios, Culver City, California, show that STELLA ADLER, employee No. 16891, 
was employed on September 2, 191, at a salary of $250 per week, being an 
assistant of ARTHUR FREED. She terminated on January 21, 192. Her personnel 
folder gives her address at that time as being the Beverly Wilshire Hotel, and 
indicates that she was born February 10, 1905, in New York City. Her father 
was given as JACOB Pe ADIER and her mother as SARAH ADLER, who was noted as 
living at the 5th Avenue Hotel, “Sth Avenue and 9th Street, New York City. 
Source E, a talent scout, has always been of the impression that LUTHER ADLER, 
who informant states is the brother of STELLA ADLER, has always beer SOmewi 
Communisticaliy inclined. Informant cannot™s tate as to the source of this 
impression, but claims the impression has been constant. -This informant will 


endeavor to obtain additional information_as to the activities of the. Subjects. 


Insofar as this informant is concerned, there are no other. children in the 
family save STELLA and LUTHER ADLGR,

On January 20, 1944, FRANK FREEMAN, head of Paramount Studios, oe 
telephonically contacted the writer. He said that it had come to his Ete 
attention recently that the above-named individual, who resides at the 
Hollywood=Roosevelt Hotel and who is employed at his studio as a director ee 
on a six-months contract which commenced August 23, 1943, wes a Communist. 
He understood that this office had been making an investigation of CLURMAN, 
and FREEMAN said that he wanted to do anything that he could to help. 


Inquiries of his own, FREEWAN said, reflected that CLURMAN was 
a Communist and for that reason, he didn't want anything to do with him 
and said that he wasn't going to take up his option which comes up March 
1, 1944. However, Mr. FREEMAN said that if this office felt keeping him : 
on at Paramount where he could be checked upon, would be of assistance 
to the Government, he would consider doing so. 


Mr. FREEMAN mentioned that he was travelling in the same crowd 
as FRANK TUTTLE, another individual whom he believed to be a Communist, 
and had heard considerable stories about him, CLURMAN. He said he came 
to Paramount from the New York stage, and he didn't know what he was 
hiring when he got him. 


Mr. FREEMAN said he wanted to hear from this office if possible 
as to what action he shovld take or if he could be of any assistance. 


The following day Mr. FREEMAN left a message at the office in 
Agent's absence, indicating he wanted to talk with the writer. However, 
on returning his call, it was ascertained that he had left that afternoon 
for New York City, where he will be for two and a half to three weeks. 


It is Agent's suggestion that in the event this case is actively . 


being investigated, the matter of conferring with Mr. FREEXAN be handled 
through the writer.

Referenced report of the writer dated November 17, 1935 
indicates that one informant, a talent scout, was always under the impression 
that the only children in the JACOB P. ADLER family were STELLA and LUTHER 
ADLER, This same informant, as noted in referenced report of the writer 
dated February 8, 19), later heard that LOLA ADLER might possibly be a niece 
of STELLA ADLER, This possibility was not substantiated by any further proof, 
and those sources in Hollywood which would normally know of STELLA ADLERts 
background and activities feel confident that STELLA ADLER has no close . 
relatives named LOLA or PEARL ADLER, It should be noted that Hollywood sources 
not only in the theater but on the stage and variety programs were contacted: 
and no information was obtained that there is any such person as PEARL ADLER, 
nor was any information received to indicate that LOLA ADLER is related to i 
STELLA ADLER. = 


Source "A" reports that HAROLD EDGAR CLURMAN reported to his 
draft’ board that he married STELLA ADLER in Brooklyn, New York, on September 
27, 1942. He further advised his draft board that he has been living with 
STELLA ADLER continuously since their marriage. CLURMAN listed his wife's 
birthdate as February 10, 1901. It should be noted that there is a discrepancy 
in her birthdate. The 1939 Who's Who in the Theater, as noted on page two of 
referenced report of the writer dated November 17 » 1943, indicates that STELLA 
ADLER was born in New York City on February 10, 1902. The same referenced 
report indicates on page three the data furnished by STELLA ADLER in a personnel 
form filed with M.G.M. wherein she gives her age as 38, having been born on 
February 10, 1905, New York City. ; 


CLURMAN, according to Source "A", further reports that CLURMAN 
told his draft board he has partially supported STELLA ADLER for the past five 
years. A credit report furnished by the Los Angeles Retail Merchants Credit 
Association in February, 19)2, indicates that HAROLD CLURMAN and STELLA ADLER 
were living in New York City together as man and wife as far back as 1939 and 
that HAROLD CLURMAN paid some debts contracted by STELLA ADLER. 


Source "A" has further reported that HAROLD CLURMAN has seemingly 
made every possible effort to avoid the draft. From ‘the records at hand, it 
would appear that while Subject and HAROLD CLURMAN ostensibly were married for 
the past five years they were not legally married until September 27, 1913. 
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Source "A" reports that CLURMAN reported to his draft board 
on May 4, 1943, that his wife, STELLA ADLER, was working for the Dramatic 
Work Shop as a teacher making $75.99 per week for 30 weeks. He listed his 
Social Security number as 563-229-17h. 


On April 13, 19h, Source "A" reports that HAROLD CLURMAN 
told his draft board that his wife is employed by Bellamy and Moses as an 
actress, and that she made $3,000.00 during the preceding twelve months. 


He further filed an affidavit that he has lived with his wife 
continuously since their marriage on September 27, 192. However, this in- 
formation is in direct contradistinction to reports received that Subject 
is now living in New York City.

Relative to HENRY HAROLD SCHNAUTZ, Source E, whose 
reliability has been established, stated that he waa born in 
Wace, Texas, in 1910, and came to Nexico, entering the port of 
Nuevo Laredo, on June 27, 1940, from Evansville, Indiana, U.S.A. 
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On December 21, 1940, SCHNAUTZ advised that he was residing 

at Avenida Viena 19 de Coyoacan, D. F., and requested per- 
miasion to remain permanently in Hexico. Under date of Way 28, 
1941, NATALIA SEDOVA Vda. de PROTSKY directed a letter to the 
gecretary of Gobernacion, requesting that SCHNAUTZ be permitted 
to stay in Mexico for a period of six montha, stating that he 
would become her private secretary. On June 21, 1941, permission 
was granted by Gobernacion for SCHNAUTZ to renein for six more 
months in the capacity. of a tourist. However, this was later 
changed so SCHNAUTZ could remain as an immigrant for a period 

of five years. On February 8, 19435, the Ghief of Immigration . 
Service at Nueve Laredo, femaulipas, Mexico, directed a letter . 
.to Gobernacion, advising that SCHHAUTZ had definitely left he 
Hexieo for the United States on February 2, 1943. On FPebr 
uary 18, 1943, NATALIA SEDGOVA Vda. de TROTSKY sent a letter 
to Gobernecion manifesting that SCHNAUTZ had terminated his 
services as secretary to her and had abandoned Mexico for the.

As early as the late 1930's, I was advised officially 
that STELLA ADIER was an adherent of the Communist Party. This advice 
was given me by V. J. JEROME and JACK STACHEL and originally aroge 
because of her activity on behalf of the International Lebor Defense, 
both in Chicago and New York. At that time she was supported by the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade very strongly. 


All through the 1940's I was advised Miss ADIER was a 
particularly active adherent of the Communist Party in her field, 
These advices came from many sources - V. J. JEROME, LICHEL BERMAN 
of the Hew York Cultural Section, ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG end JACK 
STACHBL, among others. 


Mise ADLER vas also relied upon ag one of the active 
Communist in the entertainment field to initiate the ralsing of funda 
for the Party and its fronts, 


(It is interesting that after I left the Party, she 
publicly sponsored the defense of GERHART BISIER for the Civil Rights 
Congress.)

Mr. MARTIN BERKELEY, film writer, 1336 Benedict Canyon Dr., LA, Calif., 
and former member of the CP between 1936 and 1943, advised that STELLA ADLER was 
in the CP as early as 1937; that he based this identification on his recollection 
that STELLA ADLER was present at the first meeting which organized the Hollywood 
Section of the CP in 1937. This meeting was held in BERKELEY's house. BERKELEY 
was never personally acquainted with her in NY before both came to Hollywood, 
Calif. in the late 1930's, although STELLA ADLER was a distant relative of 
BERKELEY by marriage. Other than the organizing meeting mentioned, BERKELEY 
cannot recall ever having observed ADLER in a closed Party group. He was never 
assigned to the same branch with her. It is BERKELEY's belief that she was 
more likely a member-at-large, as were a number of people who were well-known fs 
professionally, and did a great deal of traveling between the East and West. Coasts, 


BERKELEY said he is sure that PAULA MILLER, actress and wife of LEE 
STRASSBERG, in NY, could identify STELLA ADLER as having been in the CP. PAULA 
MILLER and STELLA ADLER were personally close friends, and MILLER was affiliated 
with the CP. BERKELEY also suggests that ELIA KAZAN could similarly identify 
ADLER if he would, because KAZAN was with the old Group Theater, and BERKELEY 
always felt that STELLA ADLER was a CP member in the Group Theater before she 
ever came to Hollywood. Another individual who could probably furnish informae 
tion re ADLER and the CP fraction within the group is, according to pene 
playwright CLIFFORD ODETS. 


BERKELEY states he would be reluctant to testify regarding STELLA 
ADLER because of his distant relationship to her and the fact that his numerous 
past appearances as a witness before the House Committee and other bodies have 
definitely set him back economically and professionally in Hollywood, 


RICHARD JAY COLLINS, film writer, 200 Acari Dr., West LA, and a 
member of the CP between 1938 and 1948, advises he w96 never in the same Party 
branch with STELLA ADLER, nor can he recall a closed CP meeting where she was 
present. COLLINS is sure ADLER was in the Party “ probably in NY before she 
came to Hollywood in the late 1930's. COLLINS specifically recalls attending 
held at the home of a film 
writer named FRANK DAVIS in Hollywood. COLLINS recalls definitely that STELLA 
ADLER was at one or more of these classes. ey were taught by ELI JACOBSON, 
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who fancied himself an intellectual and a writer and an authority on Commnisn. 
JACOBSON later married BERYL LA CAVA, wife’of film director GREGORY LA CAVA. 
COLLINS says he:even can recall that STELLA ADLER sat next to JIM GOW, a Holly- 
wood Communist who died about two years Ago in NY. STELLA ADLER and JIM GOW 
seemed to be more than friendly. oe 


COLLINS stated that he sould not state under oath that STELLA ADLER 
was a CP member based on her presence’ at the educational classes only; that 
while he cannot recall anyone who attended them who was not a Communist, it was 
true that everyone who attended them did not have to be an actual Party member 
at the time. These classes were also utilized to interest sympathizers and 
potential recruits into the Party. 


With regard to the dvovesnenttonsd FRANK DAVIS at whose home the — 
classes referred to by COLLINS were held, it is noted that DAVIS, an S.I.
